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I once heard of a wag who announced 
lecture on “snakes in Ireland.” He 
began his discourse by saying there are 
no snakes in Ireland” and then proceeded 
' to talk on any theme which might sug- 
itself. I have so little of real 
work to report that this paper could be 
almost as short as the noted lecture on 
“snakes in Ireland.” But if I report all 
the work that is needed in the great 
Empire State, it would require a large 
yolume to contain it. 

When I became president of the New 
York State Association of Spiritualists, 
so much of my time was already engag- 
ed that I had no hope of doing anything 
the first year. Now, that circumstances 
compel me to leave the work in other 
hands, I can only briefly report, and 
ofler a few words of fatherly advice. 


MASS MEETINGS, 


Our first mass meeting was held in 
Watertown. It came at a very unfortu- 
nate period in every sense of the word. 
That is, it began on the fifth day of July 
on the grounds where thousands of peo” 
ple had spent the day and night previ- 
ous in celebrating the Fourth. Thus the 
people were tired out, the grounds unfit 
for meetings, and the psychic conditions 
were about such as might have been ex- 
pected. Besides that the wind and rain 
were disturbing elements from first to 
last. Had not the home workers and 
the missionaries who went there to 
work, been made of the kind of material 
which never says fail, that meeting 
would surely have been written down as 
a huge failure. As it was all difficulties, 
except those presented by the elements, 
were overcome. Our meeting did much 
good, insomuch that by each speaker 
making a donation to the Association, 
of a portion of their salary, we were 
able to pay all the bills and have a neat 
little remainder to put into the treasury. 

Prominent among the home workers, 
who contributed time, labor and money, 
to make these meetings a success, were 
Dr, and Mrs. Burnham. I am sorry that 
my memory fails me in calling by name 
each one of the workers of the Water- 
town society who assisted with labor, 
or money, or both, to make this meet- 
ing a success; but as I cannot recall half 
of the names, and it would look like 
partiality to mention some and leave 
others unmentioned, I will simply say 
that the New York State Association 
takes this method of thanking the work- 
ers in Watertown. 

I fully believe that with such workers 
as assisted us in Watertown fifty such 
mass meetings might have been fifty 
grand successes. 

Mrs. Tillie U. Reynolds, your second 
vice president was in the arena at Water- 
town one week in advance, preparing 
the meeting for the people, and the peo- 
ple for the meeting. She worked as faith- 
filly as she always does until all the 
affairs of the meeting were settled. She 
Was, as were all the others, ready at 
any time to do anything from arranging 
the seats, or taking gate receipts, to de- 
livering a discourse. 

Mrs. Carrie E. S. Twing, the first vice 
President, was also on the grounds in 
time to assist in the opening exercises, 
and to put in three days of hard and 
continous labor. These sisters are both 
faithful and intelligent workers, and 
Should be kept in constant employment. 
It is a pity that either of them should 
ever leave the state. The harvest is 
grat and the laborers are few,” right 


here in this state, and no better field 
for missionary work can be found any- 
where than this state affords. 

Mrs. Maggie Waite, the platform test 
medium, was with and assisted us at 
Watertown meetings. She held three 
seances, which set some, at least, to think- 
ing on Spiritualistic lines. 

At the time of this meeting the thought 
was that it would be repeated at no 
distant day; but for some reason noth- 
ing was done in that direction, 


FREEVILLE, 


The Freeville camp, a camp, by the 
way in which all the Spiritualists of 
this state should take an interest, gave 
us a session of their meeting to work in 
the interest of the State Association, 
This resulted in a substantial benefit to 
the Association. Definite figures I will 
not give. 

The Lily Dale Camp was called upon 
to do the same thing, and, through its 
chairman the promise was made that 
we should have an opportunity as we 
afterwards had at Freeville, but it seem- 
ed impossible to get the officers of that 
camp to appoint a time when we might 


devote one session to the interests of the 
Association, We will hope for better 
luck this year. 


SYRACUSE. 


Receiving letters from different parties, 
showing the status of the cause in Syra- 
c 18. 
Hull and myself went there to hold a 
massmeeting. We had the meeting, but 
until the last session not the masses. 
Local troubles, which I think are now 
adjusted, a small hall and our paying 
one-fourth of the total receipts to the 
society which owned the hall, for the 
privilege of holding the meetings, caused 
a deficit. This I would not present to 
the Association. 1 preferred to meet the 
bill rather than to report that, with 
several societies, the local Spiritualists 
could not meet the local expenses of 
their meeting. This meeting, until the 
last session was very small. At the last 
session the people began to wake up and 
the little hall was filled to its utmost 
capacity. 


NEW YORK CITY. 


Your chairman worked in vain to get 
up some mass meetings in and about 
“greater New York;’’ this could have 
been done I think had there been no 
Spiritualists there. As it was Spiritual- 
ists served as brakes to keep massmeet- 
ings out of the city. We were urged 
to wait until a more opportune time. 
That time never came. Perhaps it will 
come when a new generation of Spirit- 
ualists shall supplant those now in 
power, 


MISSIONARY WORK, 


Your Treasurer, H. W. Richardson, 
united with your chairman in guarantee- 
ing the salary and expenses of Mr. and 
Mrs. George W. Kates, and invited them 
to work in this state during last 
October. They came, and, at our re- 
quest, made their own appointinents, 
and filled them, doing good work 
wherever they went. They paid them- 
selves their expenses and salary out of 
their receipts, and had fifteen dollars 
left they turned over to the 
treasury. 

A detailed report of the work of Mr. 
and Mrs. George W, Kates. is herewith 
submitted. It will show, that, as mis- 
sionaries they are exactly in the place 
where they can be the most useful. I 
would recommend the incoming Board 
to try to secure their services several 
months during this year. 

Daring December Mrs. Tillie U. Rey- 
nolds was employed to act as mission- 
ary. She also made her own appoint- 
ments. Perhaps she will make her own 
report. Suffice it for me to say, here her 
work was well done and she paid herself,

and left the treasury several dollars 
richer than she found it. 


COMPULSORY 33 


The various strings upon which the 
special legislationists usually play to get 
laws made to assist one class at the ex- 
pense of the others were put so thorough- 
ly out of tune one gyear ago — the 
special legislationists so thoroughly 
defeated, that the mosſſyf these strings 
remained untouched this year. 

They thought however to spring an 
unexpected trap; and the first we 
knew a compulsory vaccination act pas- 
sed one department of ‘our legislature. 
I was out of the state at the time, but 
when the news reached me, no time was 
allowed to go to Waste. 

I must say that the Anti-Vaccination 
Society of this state, with Dr. E. B. 
Foote, Jr., as president, and Dr. Mary 
Ellen Sellen as vice president, was on the 
alert, and immediately went to work to 
defeat the work of those who were de- 
termined to legislate poison into the 
person of every inhabitant of the State. 
I sent letters where I thought they 
would do the most good. The legisla- 
ture had a faint memory of some things 
that occurred last year and those who 
would, ae the Psalmist says, “Frame 
mischief by law,” retired from the field. 

A majority of the committe having 
this matter in charge became convinced 
that if vaccination guaranteed immunity 
against small pox; am Who were vacel- 
nated were safe, and those who were not 
vaccinated were running their own risk 
at their own expense: hence, compulsory 
vaccination was as unjust as compulsory 
bleeding, blistering or taking emetics. 
The bill I am informed died in the com- 
mittee. 

During the time that there was a pros- 
pect that our Association would be 
compelled to fight those who were de- 
termined to use the right arm of the 
legal power to enforce this poisoning 
and death-dealing process I made my- 
self a magazine of arguments, such as I 
imagined no foe could stand against. 
I was almost sorry the matter died so 
suddenly; I wanted the world to get the 
benefit of the anti-vaccination arguments, 

While this matter was in incubation, 
R. S. Clymer, M. D., then of Boston, now 
of 823 Lexington Ave., New York, sent 
me a receipe, which it is claimed affords 
a certain immune against smallpox and 
vaccination as well. He thinks we need 
as much protection against the poison of 
vaccination, especially if a compulsory 
law is passed, as is needed against small- 
pox. Certainly from experiences in my 
own family I fear vaccination more 
than ten times as much as I do small- 
pox. The Dr. thinks that while it is a 
great thing to defeat smallpox it is a 
greater thing to defeat the poison inject- 
ed by vaccinationists, Those wishing to 
learn more of this matter can consult 
the Dr. either personally or by letter at 
the address given above. The cost will 
be only your postage. 

Several new societies have been organ- 
ized, but few of them have as yet taken 
out charters. In a few days there will, 
it is hoped, be one charter wanted in 
Little Valley, and two at Niagara Falls. 
It is hoped that the incoming administra- 
tion will be more diligent in that work 
than the past has been. I have so seen the 
evil of taking out charters for small 
societies which hardly lived to get their 
charter hung upon the wall of their 
place of meeting, that I have in many 
instances urged the friends to become 
individual members rather than to take 
out charters where there is no prospect 
of the society living and growing. 

OUR NEW WORKERS, 

At our last annual meeting of the As- 
sociation Mr. W. V. Nicum, and Mrs. A. 
Atcheson, were both set apart to the 
work of the ministry. In each case 
these individuals have proven themselves 
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entirely “worthy of the confidence placed 
in them. Mrs. Atcheson holds regular 
week-day meetings in her own parlors 
in Buffalo. Neatly every Sunday night, 
and sometimes on week-day evenings 
she goes to nearby towns and holds suc- 
cessful meetings. 

During the month of February she 
took the place of the pastor of the First 
Spiritual Church of the city of Buffalo, 
and filled it so acceptably that there is 
no doubt but that in the near future 
the Church will call upon her to work 
for it again. She took several new mem- 
bers into the church. All were pleased 
with her work. 

I am sorry to say that Mr. Nicum has 
this week left the state. He is a travel- 
ing man and must locate himself where 
his employers direct. They have now 
sent him to Ohio and Indiana, He has 
been busy with his own work ever 
since his ordination, but as opportunity 
has offered he has always stepped into 
the gap. His “trumpet” has never given 
an “uncertain sound.“ His work in this 
and other states proves that we made 
no mistake in putting the harness on 
him. 

Mrs. Lucy M. Powers was ordained 
at East Aurora on January 3rd. She 
was well known in East Aurora, and 
has for years been a good worker in the 
cause. She is now, I believe, in the far 
West, and at work for the cause. 

I learn that there are candidates nom 
awaiting ordination. I hope that if 
they are thus recognized they may prove 
as worthy as those who were set apart 
to do this work one year since. On all 
such cases I give the advice that Paul 
gave to a young minister, “Lay hands 
suddenly on no man.“ Where there is a 
doubt as to the fitness of the one or 
ones seeking recognition as a speaker of 
this—to the world — new gospel, it is 
better for such to work on and wait. 
It will not do to fill our ranks with 
those who are incompetent for this work. 
Spiritualism will stand higher in the es- 
timation of those we want to reach if 
we go slow, than if we legally qualify 
those who are not mentally and morally 
qualified for the work. Such bring the 
work into disrepute and always make it 
harder for the real workers. You 
would not put your watch into the 
hands of one to repair who is not 
a jeweler. You would not choose 
asa lawyer one whois not competent to 
do the work, Let us be more particular 
than we have been in the past about 
whom we send out to represent us as 
religiomists before the world, 


EDUCATION, 


I almost fear to touch upon the ques- 
tion of education. Narrow minds will 
generally assume that I am working in 
the interest of the Morris Pratt school. 
In answer to that I will say that 
although I am connected with the Insti- 
tute, duty to the Institute and to the 
cause both urge me to ask the Spirit- 
ualists of the great state of New York 
to take hold of this Institution as an 
educational institution. The Institution 
has been founded for the benefit of Spirit- 
ualism, Certainly we can do nothing 
which will build Spiritualism up ona 
firmer basis, than by sustaining it. 
The fact is we must educate our work- 
ers or be absorbed by those who are 
willing to sacrifice for the good of the 
cause they love. If we do not go to 
work in the direction of a higher and 
more integral education we must perish 
as we ought. If we feel to contribute 
to that which will make our cause per- 
manent we shall deserve the odium 
which an inteligent and self-respecting 
world will heap upon us. 

One man has generously given all he 
had to this Institute. He trusted in our 
generosity, our altruism. Shall all that 
go for nothing, or will we endow this 
institution, and put means into the

hands of those who are devoting their 
lives to this work, so that they can 
make the Morris Pratt benefaction a 
real blessing to Spiritualism? It is hoped 
that this convention will not adjourn 
without raising at least a few hundred 
dollars to assist in making this Institu- 
tion what the Spiritualists need. 

THE RISING GENERATION. 

As a y Spiritualists have never 
done their duty to their children. If our 
religion is worth anything, let us by all 
means, teach it to our children; if it is 
not worth anything let us renounce it 
and find a better one. Experience has 
taught some of us that where Spiritual- 
ism is presented to the young people in 
an attractive manner, they joyfully take 
hold of it. Not only should there be 
Lyceums or Sunday schools established 
wherever there can be a half dozen or 
more children collected together, but the 
children should. as fast as they arrive at 
the years of understanding, be urged to 
become members of our societies; also, 
they should be given responsible posi- 
tions as fast as they are found able to fill 
them. Children are like older people; 
they like to be noticed. The young folks 
make good ushers; they like to pass the 
plates or baskets for collections. Every 
society, no matter how small, i 
have a library of good books. the 
office of librarian to some capable aad 
worthy young man or young woman. 
Ny all means teach the young music nud 
the first principles of oratory- not rant- 
ing and sawing the air, but genuine or- 
atory. Help them to make good selé 
tions and urge them to occasionally giv 
readings. Let them, in your publie me 
ings, sing an occasional ballad. 
them see that they are of some use 
this world. Teach them that they 
heirs of the world—that the world is. 
waiting for them—that as soon as they 
are prepared to take it it, will pass into 
their hands. 

No people in civilization are more sad- 
ly deficient in literature for children than 
are the Spiritualists of America. The 
children should have a paper all their 
own; they are not satisfied with a 
column or two in the old folks’ paper. 
There is room in our ranks and mater- 
ial in our higher philosophy for a thous- 
and volumes adapted to those between 
the ages of six and twenty years, I 
have long hoped that such writers as 
Mrs. Twing, Mrs. Hull and others who 
might be named, would be moved to put 
certain of their thoughts in permanent 
form before the young. I now promise, 
that if health and strength hold out, I 
will within one year, have a volume of 
not less than one hundred pages on the 
first principles of Spiritualism ready for 
the young. Who else will “go and do 
likewise?” 


FRAUDS, FAKES AND FANATICS. 


These people, like the poor, we always 
have with us. There is no part of the 
inhabited earth where they are not, and 
no people where they do not work. 
Wherever the latter class is there the 
former flourish. The best antidote to 
them is to give them a wide berth. Let 
them thoroughly alone. Where frauds and 
fakes are attacked, fanatics give them 
the full meed of their sympathy. Our 
State organization is formed partially 
for the purpose of clipping the wings of 
those who have been stealing the livery 
of Spiritualism for the purpose of serv- 
ing their own base ends, When such 
are found out, your secretary should post 
every local society with regard to them. 
If this is faithfully done, the world will 
soon learn to go to organized societies 
to find the status of those who come to 
them as public workers,

1. Stand erect, facing south, stretch 
forth your right ſoot as straight as you 
can and move the foot alone, as slowly 
as you can, up and down three times or 
more, 

2, Move the lower part of your leg 
(from the knee down) slowly towards 
your left knee, stretching it out and 
drawing it to your knee as far as you 
can, 

3. Move your whole leg back and 
forth as slowly and as far as you can, 
so as to stretch the muscles, 

4, Repeat the same movements in the 
same way and rotation with the left 
leg at least three times. 

5. Stretch out your right hand, palm 
upwards and move the hand alone slow- 
ly up and down three times; then your 
forearm and then the whole arm, 

6. Repeat the same movement in the 
same way and rotation three times with 
the left arm, stretching your muscles as 
much us possible, ‘ 

7. Move your head three time up and 
down, back and forth as far as you 
can, 

8. Raise the whole body on your toes 
at least three times, 

9, Lift your hands up high and swing 
your whole body slowly forward until 
your finger tips touch the floor, then 
raise slowly and swing the whole body 
backwards as far as you can and repeat 
it at least three times, 

These movements will strengthen the 
muscles and sinews. By centering your 
mind on a particular muscle, you will 
force it into activity and make it tense 
and hard, By deep breathing during 
these movements you direct the blood of
